Negroes Beaten to Death 
A T L A N T A , Ga., Sept. 24.— Stirred 
to madness by a series of alleged as­ 
saults on white women by negroes 
within the city limits Saturday a mob 
of -white men swooped down on D e ­ 
catur street in the negro quarter and 
started a slaughter of blacks. 
At midnight ten negroes had been 
beaten to death, and the mob, which 
steadily increased in size and fury, 
was beyond control. 
The police were 
powerless, and the city authorities ap­ 
pealed frantically for troops. 
The fury of the mob was undescrib­ 
able. 
Negroes were attacked in their 
homes, dragged from street cars and 
beaten pitilessly. 
Each one caught 
was beaten till the mob thought him 
dead. 
All of the ten negroes slain up to 
midnight Saturday were 
beaten 
to 
death. 
Some of them were dragged 
from street cars, killed, and the bodies 
left in the street. 


The mob surged 
down 
Decatur 
street with a constant rattle of fire­ 
arms. almost drowned 
by 
terrified 
screams of negroes, barricading them­ 
selves in their homes. 
Firemen Swept Aside with Police 
At ii o’clock Saturday night the fire 
department was called out to assist the 
police, but was swept aside by the 
mob. 


I lie trouble was started by the pub- 
ication in the afternoon papers 
of 
stories of assault after 
assault 
on 
white women in tile city. 
These fol­ 
lowing seven similar assaults in and 
about Atlanta in the preceding few 
days aroused the entire city. 
A m o n g the women attacked Satur­ 
day was Mrs. I7. Arnold, w ho was at-* 
tacked in the yard behind her home in 
the western 
part of the city at 7 
o'clock and escaped bv screaming for 
help. 
Mrs. Chaffin, living near the 
Soldiers’ 
home, was attacked 
in a 
similar manner. 


Attack on Negro Starts War 
T h e mob formed early in the even­ 
ing from groups of white men w^ho 
were angrily discussing the crimes. 
One group in its fury grabbed a pass­ 
ing negro and began to beat him. In 
an instant a mob sprang into being. 
It gathered near Decatur street, a 
street much frequented by negroes. 
It 
was in and about this street that the 
bloodshed started. 
Sunday Is Quiet 
Sunday passed without serious trou­ 
ble following the riots of Saturday 
night and Sunday morning. 
Gover­ 
nor Terrell ordered to Atlanta seven 
companies of the state militia. 
These 
companies have arrived and are on 
duty in the streets. 
W ith the local 
companies the force of militia on duty 
is something more than 1,000 men, 
besides a battery of light artillery held 
in reserve.
